a_Martyr, and the words as true as Goſpel, do not open their Eyes to ſee the wondrous 

Contradictions, which Providence has {of viſibly oppoſed to thoſe Infinuations, my 

fears for them are extraordinary, that they are hardened to their own deſtruction ; and 

let them be never ſo angry, I will do all I can to prevent the miſchief they will certain-

[ confeſs I have the utmoſt difficulty to believe this Speech to be the LON 5, 
and cannot but ſuſpect the fingerof Zeb to be in it; and my 'reaſon is, becalie there 
is ſo much Panegyrick, as is, notat all conſiſtent, cither with the modeſty or hamility 
of a Perion borngof .worthy gbod Parents, and who has had the advantages 'of a Religious 
Education, as it is there expreſſed, for he 'conld not then miſs of the Divine Precept 
of the wiſeſt of mere mortal Men, Ler another Man praiſe thee, and not thine own Lips, 
The office of making Inventories, of the Virtues as well as Goods of the deceaſed, 
and the care of embalming their Memories as well as-Bodies,hasever been committed 
to the diſcretion of their Friends, who may without Vanity or Oſtentation ſay 'thoſe- 
things, which would no ways. become themſelves. And {ſince that unfortunate Lord 
tells us, He could never conſent todo abaſething, I think itis.a ſervice to vindicate him 
from the moſt indecent and abject of all Fellies, the blazoning himſelf, and proclaim- 
ing his own Praiſes, which is at the leaſt one-third part-of that ſheet of Paper. 

But to let paſs. the Panegyricks as the:m6ft innocent, though not moſt wiſe, I ſhall 
only give them this Remark: That whoever was the Penman of that Paper, bas not

I ſhall not inſiſt upon ſomeExpreſſions, which ſeem next to Equivocation, as, his 
living and dying of the Reformed Religion, a true and ſincere Proteſtant , andin the Commu- 
nion of the Church of England, and many ſuch-like ; words ſo ambiguous, that all 
the ſeveral Sects will pretend to an intereſt in him ; and though the ſcandal of ſuffe- 
ring for High-Treaſon be not "GY reputable for any ſort of Men , yet I am glad for 
the ſake of the Royal Church © England, that he does not fay he is of theReformed 
- Church of England as by Law eſtabliſhed, which teaches all her true Children not 
only not to conſpire or at Treaſon upon any pretence whatſoever , but -not ſo much 
as toCurſe the King in athought, inther ſafeſt Retirement from, diſcovery or danger, 
even in their Bed-chamber.

And firſt I obſerve that the great ſcope and dfiftot thESpeech is toperfivade foolith 
people that they are in the utmoſt danger of Popery, as particularly P. 2. / did believe 
and do ſtill (faith he ) that Popery is breaking in upon the Nation.

What ? know of no Plot? ] 
profes it is boldly ſaid, and I-doubt not but will be readily believed by the whole Party. 

But it were-well for them if it had been as plainly proved, and truly had the Speech 
ſtopt here without the following comment upon the Text, it would have been ſome 
dificulty to have expounded it, and others may do what they pleaſe, but I cannot 
chuſe but attribute the Printing and induſtrious diſperſing of this Speech to a ſuperiour 
hand, which has appeared ſo marvellouſly viſible in the diſcovery of this helliſh Trea- 
ſon.

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if great care were not taken. Alas! that any man ſhould be ſo weak hiinſelf as to 
think to impoſe upon others ſuch fooliſh inconſiſtencies. No certainly the horrid 
thing, ſuch as was never heard of, that would undo us all, muſt be Crimes of 
another nature than this palliating Speech -infinuates, and can be*' of no other 
import than. Treaſpns of the blackeſt complexion. And after the knowledge of ſach 
things, to ſay a man knows no Plot, and that he dies' innocent, cannot be ſaid unleſs 
Plotting and knowing of it be no "Treaſon, and that the ſame perſon may be the 
greateſt Criminal, and the moſt innocent at the fame time. 

I would fain be Anſwered one Queſtion : {And that is, What ſhould this diſcourſe 
about ſeizing the Guards be fo often debated, and to what purpoſe can it be ſup- 
poſed to. be done ? He mnſt be ſtupid that does not ſee it carry Treaſon in the face 
of itz either in Seizing or Aſlaſſinating the Kings Perſon, or both ſucceſſively, but

plainly, for if he had confeſſed as much as this Speech does, he would have ſaved 
the Wirneſſes a labour, and the eafie and willing Fury, as the Speech calls them, 
would not have had occaſion to withdraw from the Bar for their Verdi&t : The Law 
fays, there are no acceſlaries but all are principals in Treaſons.

Acceſſories but all Principals in Treaſon, and my. -L. Ruſſel was at many of theſe 
debates, and acquainted with theſe ill deſigns, What becomes of 'his innocence ? 
mofſt aſſuredly in the ſight of God and Man he is Guilty. - | | | | 

Nor is he ſo innocent neither in -that commonly call'd Gentile Quality, which 
he ſeems next to Mis pretended innocence ſo -much to value himſelf upon, that, he' 
ſaith, he hopes no body will imagine that ſo mean a thought ſhould enter into me as to 'g0 
about to ſave my ſelf, by accuſing others.
